He has sung with leading orchestras, opera and chorale soci- 
eties and was the lead bass-baritone for five years at the Metropolitan Opera Studio, 
where he starred in such operas as LA BOHEME, AIDA, LA TRAVIATA, and DON 
GIOVANNI. 


After starring in many summer stock productions, Mr. Peterson achieved stardom when 
he replaced Robert Goulet as Lancelot in the Broadway production of CAMELOT. After 
touring extensively with this show, he was hailed by the critics as having “the finest bari- 
tone voice on the modern musical scene.” Mr. Peterson played the role of King Arthur in 
CAMELOT in theatres from Maine to the Rockies, after which he toured the U.S. in his 
own two-man show entitled FROM BROADWAY WITH LOVE. 


For the past 20 years, Mr. Peterson has been Associate Professor and Artist-in- 
Residence at the U of U Theatre Dept and the Pioneer Theatre Company. His many star- 
ring roles there include MY FAIR LADY, THE MUSIC MAN, KISMET, SOUTH 
PACIFIC, and Anthony in Shakespeare’s ANTHONY AND CLEOPATRA. He was 
asked to return and repeat his portrayal of Don Quixote in MAN OF LA MANCHA for 
three consecutive seasons. 


Every theatre-goer has a favorite “Robert Peterson role,” but he is best known for Don 
Quixote and King Arthur, either of which could be considered a signature role for this 
compelling performer.
